A reformation of the calendar is 
being odvocated by the central 
statistical board, directed by Sec- 
retaries Henry Morgenthau, Jr., 
Nenry A. Wallace, Danict C. Roper 
and Frances Perkins. : ' 

The proposed ‘plan is to divide 
the year into 13 months of 28 days 
each, the months to begin on. Sun- 
day and end-on Saturfay regularly. 
To give longer weekends, all holi- 
days would fall on Monday. At the 
end of every year there would be a 
“year day" or extra holiday to make 
the right number of days in a year, 
In leap years a-mid-year extra holl+ 
day would be added.

Ancient Egypt Had. Its Loan Sharks, 
_ Papyrus Dated 109 B.C. Reveals 


Chicago, Dec. 20, 

A. promissory ‘note dating 
from 109 B.C., believed to be 
the oldest of its kind, and show- 
ing that “loan sharks” existed 
in ancient Egypt, has been added 
to the Bgyptian archacological 
exhibits at Field Museum of 
Natural History. . 

Hieroglyphics on the papyrus, 
translated by Dr. Nathaniel J. Riech, 
Philadelphia, reveal. an interest rate 
of 100 per cent and other harsh terms. 
An interpretation of the translation: 

“I, the peasont-slave Ensnak- 
homncu, belonging to the Zemi ceme- 
tery, have borrowed from the woman 
Nekhutes 22% artabes of wheat. I 
promise to repay this loan with 100 
per cent, Intercst, moking the total 
due 45 urtnbes of wheat. 

“Further, I promise to repay this 
Jonn with ' good, unadulterated 
chaffless secdwhent, measured by the

"| How Edward. VI Took 
- The‘ Declaration’ of — 
Protestantism 


"Journalist Redalls Scene when old form of 
Declaration was used for Last Time. 


By 
MICHAEL MacDONAGH 


Author of “The Pageant of 
a Parliament” 


I Was presént os a saul at 
that historic scene in the House 
of Lords, 35 ‘years ago, when the 
Declaration against the Mass and 
the Invocation of Saints was made 
by the Sovereign to Parliament for 
the last time, and when King Edward 
VH, who made it, uttered with ‘such 
manifest reluctance the words which, 
as he deeply felt, gave great offence 
‘4 the milifons of his Catholic sub- 
ects. 


The Bil) of Rights passed by Parlin- 
ment in 1689, after the electlon of 
King William and Queen Mory as 
Joint sharers of the Throne, following 
the Night of James IL prescribed that 
the Declaration should ‘be made and 
‘subscribed to by cach new Sovereign 
at the opening of Parliament or at the 
Coronation, which ever should | first 
happen after Accession. The terms 
of the Declaration were ‘as follows: * 


“Superstitions and 
Idolatrous" 


I, A. B., do solemnly ond sincerely 
in the presence ot God proicss, 
testity, and acciare that I do ocheve 
that im the Sacrament of the Lora’s 
Supper there is not ‘any ‘tran- 
suvstantiauuon of the © Elements ‘of 
Bread and Wine into the bouy and 
Blood of Christ at or utter the conse- 
cration thereof by any person what- 
soever, And that the Invocntion or 
Adoration of the Virgin Mary, or any 
other sunt, and the Sacrittce of the 
Mass, a3 they are now used in the 
Church of Home, are 
and tdolatrous. And J do solemnly in 
the presence of God profess, tesify 
and declare that 1 do make this De- 
clarntion and every part thereof in 
the plain and ordinary sense of the 
Worus read unto me as they are 
commonly . understood by English 
Protestants, without any Evasion, 
Equivocation, or Mental Reservation 
whatever, and without any dispensa- 
tlon already granted to me for this 


purpose by the Pope, or any other} 


authority or person whatsoever, or 
Without any hope of any such  dis- 
pensation from any person or autho- 
rity whatscever, or without thinking 
that I arn or can be acquitted before 
God or man, or «ibsolved of | this 
Declaration or any part thereof, 
although «the Pope, or any — other 


persen or persons, or power whatso- |: 


ever, should dispense with or cancel 
the game, or declare that it wag null 
and void from the beginning. — . 


The Declaration was, in fact, the 
oath provided in the carlicr Test Act 
“for disabling papists from sitting in 
elther, House of Parliament.” 


There was no specific statute debar- 


‘ring Catholics from becoming Mem- 
-bers.of Parliament,.but thls. outh. just 


as effectively closed the doors of 
Legislature to them. In ‘the Catholic 


Emancipation Act of 1829, a new oath, 


was provided for Catholic Members. 


Daniel O'Connell 
Frustrated 

Daniel O'Connell, whose election 
for Clare Jn 1828 compelled, the 
Government to’ carry Emancipation, 
was not permitted to take the new 
oath, on the ground that the Act wus 
not restrospective—a piece of vindic- 
tive meanness duc, it was sald, tothe 
King, George IV-—-and O'Connell was 


thus baulked of his ambition of belng, 


the ‘first Catholic to take his seat in 
the House of Commons, O'Connell 
had to be re-elected for Clare. 


Meanwhile, the Earl of Surrey, s0n 
and helr of the Duke of Norfolk, was 
returned for the pocket borough of

.. On February 14, 1901, the diy that 
King Edward Vii opened his first 
Parliament, the House of Lords pre- 
sented a brilllant spectacle.. The 
ceremony is the most ancient and 
splendid associated with the Sover- 
cignty, and os Queen Victorin hod 
allowed {it to fall into abcyance on 
account of her old age, its revival by 
King Edward was an event of nationr 
al interest. 


The ‘peers were in \their robes of 
scarict and ermine, the galleries were 
occupied by the peeresses wearing 
their coronets or tlaras, but being in 
mourning for, Queen Victoria their 
ostrich feathers were black. At the 
Bay were assembled . the Commons, 
headed by the Speaker, having on his 
right Balfour, Prime Minister, and on 
his left Campbell-Bannerman, lender 
of the Opposition.

A conspicuous figure at the Throne 
was the late Duke of Norfolk, Earl 
Marshal, the lending Catholic layman 
of the land.

The Lord Chancellor next gave the 
King a scarlet-bound copy of the 
New. Testament, which His Majesty 
ulssed.

prevent the risk of collision, In 
yacht racing, however, opposing ves- 
sels are sniling at close quarters, fre- 
quently and fo Jong periods within 
the zone of-tffk of collision. In or- 
der to distinguish these many and 
varied positions and to legislate for 
them /t was, therefore, necessary to

AN AMERICAN SUCGESTION

“WONDER” FISH _ 
LOSES EYES AND 
DIES.OF GRIEF 


Sydney, Dec. 20, 
‘Vicious little box fish, no more 
than 6 inches long, hnve caused the 
death of Australia’s “wonder fish,” 
the 11-foot Geinch grey nurse shark 


which set up the world's record for| 


length of captivity. 

During nearly four years in cap- 
tivity at the Taronga Pary Aquao- 
rlum here, Skipper II, as the shark 
was known, is estimated to have 
swum 35,000 miles. After it was at- 
tacked and blinded by the box fish, 
the shark remained motionicss at 
the bottom of the pool, and despite 
attempts to save its Ife, the huge 
fish pined and.died after “being blind 
for three weeks. 

Since’ being captured off Sydney 
Heads jn November, 1932, the shar. 
had never stopped swimming pre- 
viously. 

Visitors had been anxious about 
the safety of the sharic because of 
tho tiny fish, Another shark has 
been jn the pool for three years and 
elght months, and the box fish have 
been removed to n separate pool to 
safeguard it—United Press. 


Ancient Egypt pt Had Its Loan Sharks, 
Papyrus Dated 109 B.C. Reveals 


Chicago, Dec. 20, 

A promissory note dating 
from 109 B.C., believed to be 
the oldest of its kind, and show- 
ing that “loan sharks” existed 
in ancient Egypt, has been added 
to the Egyptian archacological 
exhibits at Field Muscum of 
Natural History. 

Hieroglyphics on the papyrus, 
translated by Dr. Nathaniel J. Riech, 
Philadelphia, reveal an interest rate 
of 100 per cent and other harsh terms, 
An interpretation of the translation: 

“I, the peasant-slave ~“Ensnake 
homneu, belonging to the Zemt ceme- 
tery, have borrowed from the woman 
Nekhutes:22% artabes of wheat, 1 
promise to repay this loan with 100 
per-cent, interest, making the total 
due 45 ariabes of wheat.
